Commerce, estimates in his annual 
report. ‘The Government expended 
$3.000,000 in furnishing the trade 
information which helped to bring 
about the particular result and 
genera! benefitg. 

In 2.032.000 tnstances Klein 
said, the bureau gave specific 
service by furnishing information 
or aid to traders. This compared 
with a total of 505,000 such serv- 
ices given in 1922.

Show Growing Mistrust 
and Murder Is Regarded 


as His Vengeance. 


“Son, give up that woman. She's 
the wife qf a gangster, and he'll 
reach out from prison to kill you.” 

This prophetic warning given by 
Police Captain Dineen last July to 
Jack Barrett Jr., a young workman 
with a clean record, was fulfilled 
early yesterday when his bullet- 
riddled body was found in the 
snow at Melrose avenue and Jen- 
nings road, St. Louis County. 

Beside him was Mabel Rob- 


inson, wife of “Chippy” Robinson, 
once the “boss killer” of the Egan 
gang and now a convict in the 
Federal penitentiary at Atlanta, 


Woman’s Sobs Draw Officer, 

She was sobbing loudly when a 
Deputy Constable; attracted by her 
screams, came on the scene at 3:30 
a.m. But «ven in that moment of 
apparent grief she still remembered 
her gang ethics. She had _ seen 
nothing, knew nothing, had heard 
nothing. 

She told officers her name was 
Mabel Meyer and gave a fictitious 
address. She said she was 27 years 
old—that much of her story was 
correct—and admitted that the vic- 
tim of her leve affair was five 
years her juntor. In the pocket of 
the young man was found a card 
which identified him—Jack. Bar- 
rett Jr., a steamfitter’s helper, of 
4576 North Market street. 

Investigation | today seemed to 
point ‘to the Blue Front Cafe, a 
roadhouse on Natural Bridge road 
in Pine Lawn, as the scene of the 
shooting. Deputy Sheriffs found 
bloodstains on the doorstep and a 
.45-caliber shell from an automatic 
not far from the door. John Cuddy, 
proprietor of the place, is sought 
for questioning. 

It was when police of the Deer 
Street District were called to notify 
Barrett’s family yesterday that 
Capt. Dineen came into the case. 
He recalled the name as that of the 
tall, clear-eyed youth whom his 
men had arrested last summer with 
Mrs! Robinson. As Barrett was re- 
leased after being held only a few 
hours, Dineed had delivered his 
warning. ‘ 

Capt. Dineen Gave Warning. 

“She got you arrested this time,” 
he had said. ‘“You’ve never been 
arrested before. Stay away from 
her and out of other mischief and 
you'll be all right.” 

Dineen’s immediate conclusion 
that the woman at the Clayton jail 
—Mabel Meyer—was really Robin- 
son’s “wife, was verified by a visit 
to her cell. When he called her by 
name she stared at him without ap- 
parent recognition, but in a few 
moments‘burst into tears and ad- 
mitted her identity. 

Even then, however, she main- 
tained her tearful and sometimes 
hysterical denials that she knew 
anything of the killing. “I don't 
know,” was her reply to every 
question. 

In her flat at 4416A Easton ave- 
nue, next door to the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Mollie Powell at No. 
4420, Capt. Dineen found evidences 
that young Barrett had lived there 
for a time at least. There were 
clothes with the laundry mark “J. 
B.” and there was a blurred snap- 
shot of Barrett on the dresser. 

There were reminders, too, that 
t flat was that of Robinson’s 
wife. Another photo bore the like- 
nesses of the late Willie Egan, who 
was succeedéd as head of the Egan 
gang by “Dinty’’ Colbeck, another 
figure in the picture.

In & trunk Capt. Dineen found 
three suits which once had beén 
worn by “Chippy” and _ scattered 
about the room were his letters 
from the penitentiary, largely pro- 
testations of love for his wife, 
couched in_ simple, unlettered 
phrases but written in the script 
of a penmanship instructor. 

There was only indirect evidence 
that he was begining to suspect his 
wife of infidelity, a suspicion that 
he has conveyed to various friends 
in plainer language. “Your letter 
has been delayed by somebody,” he 
wrote on Nov. 15,.“Baby you know 
I want a letter from you every day. 
One of your letters was dated Nov. 
12, but its postmark said Nov. 14.” 

In afiother letter he wrote of his 
preservation of cheerfulness even

NEW RECORD ESTABLISHED 
IN WATERPOWER DEVELOPMENT 


40 Pct. of Federal Permits for Last 
5 Years Issued in Last Fiscal 
Year,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The 
greatest waterpower development 
in the country’s history occurred in 
the four years ending with’ the 
last fiscal year, the Federal Water- 
power Commission says in its sixth 
annual report. 

In the fiscal year 1925-’26, the 
report said, 20 new projects, cap- 
able of developing an aggregate of 
1,200,000 horsepower, were started 
under the commission’s~. grants. 
This was 40 per cent of the tota! 
placéd under construction during 
the preceding five years. The com- 
mission received, up to July 1, 
1926, 726 power applications, of 
which 623 were for major projects. 
After withdrawal! of cancellation of 
250 applications, 273 remained. 
proposing installation of 24,750,009 
horsepower. The commission acted 
on these to the extent of issuing 
187 permits and licenses with an 
aggregate of 10,000,000 horsepow- 
er,

BIARRITZ, France, Nov. 22.— 
With magnificent ceremony, ac- 
cording to the picturesque rites of 
+the Russian Orthodox Church, Miss 
Audrey Emery became the bride of 
the Grand Duke Dmitri, cousin of 
the late Czar of Russia, yesteray. 


The bride is the daughter of the 
late John J. Emery of Cincinnati. 
The civt! ceremony took place a 
few days ago. 

The leade?fs of Paris society were 
present, packing the tiny church 
until it seemed the walls must 
burst. The wedding was not timed 
to take place until 4 p. m., but by 
3 o’clock, while workmen were 
still tacking carpet of the stairs 
leading to the chapel, the first 
guests arrived. 

There were no seats and the first 
arrivals arranged themselves stand- 
ing around the walls, which meas- 
ure about 40 by 40 feet. The altar 
screen was closed and the five 
great candles before it were _ yet 
unlit. While the guests drifted in 
an attendants appeared and _ kin- 
dled the bundle of strings tied into 
one taper hanging from the big 
chandelier overhead and a mulfi- 
tude of candles blazed, at once. 
Electric lights flashed from behind 
the follage on the walls. The whole 
place blazed with light. 


Guests Talk About Decorations. 


Meanwhile, the guests chatted 
and discussed the scenic details, 
the yellow chrysanthemums around 
the walls, the pink begonias piled 
at the corners of the altar screen. 

Soon there was such a_ crowd 
there was no room to move. The 
ushers pushed the guests. back, 
clearing a small cone-shaped space 
at the center, with the wide end to- 
ward the altar. 

At five minutes before 4 the 
ushers cleared a narrow passage 
through which the Grand Duke ep- 
peared, in morning coat, double 
collar and gray silk tie. He stood 
four paces from the reading desk, 
back to the entrance, and wait24 
nearly 10 minutes, nodding at 
friends and mastering obvious nerv- 
ousness. 


At last the bride appeared on the 
arm of her stepfather, Alfred An- 
son. Her train was held by her 
brother. Her beautiful, rosy, oval 
face was framed by a splendid lace 
mantilla covering the head, fas- 
tened over the ears with little 
bunches or orange blossoms. From 
her neck hung a magnificent long 
diamond pendant. 

The American bride was quite 
self-possessed. She greeted the 
Grand Duke as she might have 
spoken to an old friend on the 
street. Together they waited white 
her mother, in a beautify! coffeze- 
brown silk gown, sat on a chair in 
front of the crowd. Near her were 
seated the Princess Pauley with 
her daughters and the Grand 
Duchess Marie, the bridegroom’s 
sister. All the others stood. 

Metropolitan Leads Priests. 

Suddenly from the choir burst a 
hymn, while from the doors on 
either side of the altar came six 
clergy, headed by Metropolitan Ev- 
loksky of Paris, head of all the 
Russian orthodox churches in Eu- 
rope. He wore scarlet vestments 
with a huge gold crown surmount- 
e¢ by a cross. Of the others, one 
was in all gold vestments with gold 
gauze crown, One in red and one in 
black without crowns, and two in 
black vestments with purple velvet 
crowns. 

The gold-clad priest bowed to the 
bride and bridegroom and turned 
his back tothem. When the hymna 
was finished he intoned e prayer, 
and the black bareheaded ‘priest 
brought forward and handed to the 
bride and bridegroom two lighted 
candles bound with lilies of the val- 
ley. These they held throughout 
the ceremony. 

Crowns Held Above Couple. 

Another hymn, another prayer, 
and the same priest brought far- 
ward two starlet and gold crowns 
which he handed to the gold-clad 
priest who bowed to the coupje 
and carried the crowns toward the 
couple. Behind each in files stood 
five men. The first two fixed a 
kind of fork inside the crowns and 
held them over the couple’s heads

cial-Appeal Succumbs to 
Stroke of Apoplexy.

P. J. Mooney, editor of the Mem- 
phis Commercial-Appeal, died here 
today. 

He came to his office thi8 morn- 
ing against the protests of his wife. 
He was suffering from influenza. 
Soon after he went to his desk 
he suffered a fainting spell and 
was dead when physicians reached 
him. A stroke of apoplexy was 
said to have been the direct cause 


of death. / 

Preparation for the publication 
of an afternoon paper by the Com- 
mercial] Publishing Co., had heaped 
additional burdens on the nation- 
ally known editor and publisher, 
who recently announced that his 
company would issue the Evening 
Appeal, beginning Dec. 1. ‘ 

Mr. Mooney, who was a former 
vice-president of the Associated 
Press, was born in Bardstown- 
Junction, Ky., Sept. 15, 1865. He 
is survived by his widow and three 
children. 

He took over the office of pres- 
ident of the Commercial Publish- 
ing Co., about three years ago, re- 
taining the duties of managing edi- 
tor of the paper. It was soon ap- 
parent to his friends that the dou- 
ble duties of his position were 
sapping his physical strength. 

Mr. Mooney learned telegraphy 
when he was 14 years old. e 
taught school in Kentucky for two 
years and then edited a weekly 
newspaper in Arkansas for two 


years. 

In 1890 he became a reporter for 
the Memphis Avalanche and later 
city editor of the Memphis Scimitar 
and in 1896 became editor of the 
Commercial-Appeal. He left 
Memphis for New York in 1902 to 
work for the New York Dally News 
and from 1903 to 19065 he was man- 
aging editor and editorial writer 
for the New York American. 

He went to Chicago as mana- 
ing editer of the Examiner ‘In 
1905. remaining in that office unti! 
1908. when he returned to Mem- 
phis to resume editorship of the 
Commerctial-Appeal. and became 
widely known for his encourage- 
ment of agricultural industries and 
was recognized as a farm econo- 
mist of ability. In the recent cot- 
ton conference held here to con- 
sider the market crisis, he Was 
chairman of the meeting.

“Are you an active member of 
any church? 

“Do you regularly attend any re- 
ligioug_ services? 

“Would you be willing to have 
your family grow up in community 
in which there is no church? 

“Do you regularly have ‘family 
worship’ in your home? 

“Were you brought up in a re- 
ligious home? 

“Do you send yourschildren to 
any school of religious instruc- 
tion? 

“Do you think religion in some 
form is a necessary element of life 
for the individual and communi- 
ty?” 7 

Newspapers are to be asked to 
print these questions daily and 
publish daily totals of the religious 
poll. Names of those answering 
wil] not be published.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The 


jury for the trial of the celebrated 
naval oll reserve criminal conspir- 
acy case against Albert B. Fall anl 
Edward L. Doheny was cémpteted 
late today in the District of Co- 
tumbla Supreme Court. 

The case of the former Cabinet 
officer and the multimillionaire oil 
man will be decided by a business 
man, two salesmen, a commercial 
artist, an architect, an express 
driver, three clerks, a machinist, an 
electrician and a restaurant stew- 
ard. 


It required three-hours and 29 
minutes to draw the jury, counsel 
examining 27 men before the Gov- 
ernment and defense counse) were 


satisfied. 

Government counsel requested 
that the jury be locked up during 
the trial. The request was made 
privately at the bench, but counsel! 
for Fall demanded that the motion 
be presented by the Government 
lawyer in open court. here was 
a brief recess while ernment 
counsel conferred as to their 
course. . 

Would Keep Jury Together. 

Owen J. Roberts of Government 
counsel then moved that the jury 
be kept together during the trial. 
Because of the tremendous itm- 
portance of the case, he said, there 
should be no suspicion cast on the 
jury no matter what the verdict.

declaring it was proposed to do 
here what had been done in the, 
legislative halls.

THE M’ADOO MENACE. 

The statement of Edward T. Meredith, former Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, that the “progressive drys” 
were rallying around William G. McAdoo to beat 
Gov. Smith of New York for the presidential] nomina- 


tion and to control the next national Democratic con- 


vention for the nomination of McAdoo or someone 
political 


judgment, if not his sanity. 

William G. McAdoo is politically as dead as &@ 
His corner in the political museum is 
obscure and covered with dust. 

When Mr. Meredith speaks of the progressive dry 
movement and links it up with a church movement, 
particularly the Methodists and Baptists of the South, 
he is an applicant for first place on the humor page. 
The leader of the intolerant forces that stood back 
of McAdoo was William J. Bryan. The forces includ- 
progressive and nonprogressive, the 
Ku Klux Klan and its sympathizers, the religious 
funamentalists, who wanted an antievolution fight, 
and a host of other fanatics who would menace 
American institutions if they were not ridiculous. 

Mr. Bryan is dead and his campaign of intolerance 
is moribund. He has. no successor. His movement to 
bind America mentally and morally and to set up a 
tyranny in the place of free constitutional govern- 
ment, where it has not been whipped has _ been 
laughed out of the forum. If sufficient forces of in- 
tolerance can be brought together to control the next 
national Democratic convention, {t is goodby to the 
Democratic party for the subsequent four years, if 
not forever. Its campaign for the last presidential 
election was wrecked by the McAdoo-Smith fight, and 
another like it would make its outlook practically 
hopeless. 

Most of the I{ntolerants who rallied around McAdoo 
came from the South, which now has the unenviable 
distinction of being the home of intolerance, religious 
and political, If the South persists In blocking the 
plans of the Democrats of the North and East, where 
victory must be won, it will merely block the success 
of the Democratic party. The South’s power in the 
party is the power to ruin, not to carry to success. 
It cannot elect any candidate, and if it persists in 
fighting for intolerant planks in the platform and 
weak candidates, it will continue to be, as it was in 
the last presidential campaign, a millstone around the 
Democratic party’s neck. 

It may be possible for McAdoo and his lieutenants 
to gather a considerable number of delegates under 
the banner of McAdoo by appealing to intolerance 
and ignorance, but the force will be strong enough 
only to make trouble. The strength will lie in the 
bad cause, not in the weak candidate. 

Where is Mr. McAdoo’s strength? In what state 
can he be elected to anything? His weakness is man- 
ifest everywhere. On the other hand, Gov. Smith is 
alive. He is about the livest man in the Democratic 
party. He is a tower of strength in New York, where 
his popularity has never been surpassed. 

We do not say it would be wise in the Democratic 
party, considering the elements In the West and 
South, the South particularly, which constitute its 
vote, to nominate Gov. Smith. Probably it would be 
unwise. Undoubtedly it would be better for the 
Democratic party if the Smith forces would not at- 
tempt to organize the national convention. It would 
probably precipitate another deadly struggle. 


We are sure, however, about McAdoo. We do not 
believe he could be nominated, and we are certain he 
would be defeated if he were nominated. There ate 
able men in the Democratic party, without the oppo- 
sition of either Smith or McAdoo, from among whom

The world goes forward. “The moving finger writes, 
and having writ, moves on * #* * Great 
Britain, with her historical political sagacity, keeps 
step with the times.

They recall that 
the United States has done a great deal of meddling 
in the politics of Central America, and particularly 
have not forgotten the little revolution fomented by 
Mr. Roosevelt to gain for us the Panama Canal strip. 

However, it is no more reprehensible in Mexico to 
project her ideas into Central America than it has 
been for us to so project our own. The Mexicans 
make this point, and it is a palpable hit. It is not, 
true, they protest, that the Mexican Government is 
meddling in Central American politics. It is true, 


perhaps, that the principles of the Mexican revo- 
lution are at large in that part of the world, and it 
is quite well known that these are what is unsettling | 
government in such states as Nicaragua and Guate | 
mala. The enterprises of Mexican citizens are not 
easily controlled, even if Mexico attempted to contro! 
them. We have had abundant proof of this diffi- | 
culty in restraining Americans disposed to filibuster | 
in Central America. | 
Mr. Kellogg appears to be living up to his cognomen | 
of “Nervous Nelly.” His fear that Mexico is pro- | 
jecting bolshevism into Central America and that it | 
may become a barrier between ourselves and the Pan- 
ama Canal, is laughable, We have about as much to 
fear from Dolshevism itn that quarter as we have to 
fear from it in Russia. Oentral America is moving 
to liberalism, which it has never had. It sees the | 
fruits of liberalism in the United States, and it | 
aspires to be as we are.

CAPITAL AS A CONSCRIPT. 

When President Coolidge indorsed conscription of 
capital as well as men as a future war-time policy of 
the country in his Armistice Day speech at Kansas 
City he did not indicate how the plan could be car- 
ried out. To sanction such a startling innovation 
without outlining in a general way, at least, the 
procedure to be followed was probably a mistake. 
Certainly it invited criticism. Senator Reed accept- 


‘ed that invitation by exposing the impracticability 


of the proposal in the Sunday Post-Dispatch of Nov. 
14. In yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, however, the sub- 
ject was’discussed as @ practical proposition by Ber- 
uard M. Baruch, who, by reason of his experience as 
chairman of the War Industries Board under Presi- 
dent Wilson, is peculiarly qualified to do 60. 

Mr. Baruch agrees with Senator Reed that the 
wealth of the nation cannot be literally taken over 
by the Government as the men of fighting age are. 
But Mr. Baruch does not imagine that the President 
entertains any such idea. He assumes that what che 
President had in mind was that the Government 
should supervise and direct the nation’s wealth, and 
that plan, he explains, was in partial operation during 
the World War and was beginning to function effi- 
ciently at its close. 

As described by Mr. Baruch, such supervision and 
direction of capital is a vast, difficult undertaking.

It presented itself during the World 


War, but Mr. Baruch met it by quoting John Mar- 


shall to the effect that the Constitution carried with- 


in itself a higher authority than it actually ex-, 


pressed—an authority to protect itself from destruc- 
tion. 

The Baruch plan, in sum, is this: The Govern- 
ment is to be in supreme tommand of every industry. 
It will say to the manufacturer how much he may 
produce and fix the price; say, likewise, to the 
wholesaler and retailer how much each may buy, and 
fix the selling price. Minor instances of how this 
power was exercised during the World War were 
given. New York wanted to spend $8,000,000 for new 
schools and Philadelphia wanted to invest some mil- 
lions in viaducts. Both cities were told that those 
projects, commendable as they were, would have to 
wait until the war was finished. How the Govern- 
ment took over the railroads, with the approval of 
public sentiment, and arbitrarily fixed the price of 
wheat are major examples. ! 

Many objections can be raised to vesting such pow- 
er in an individual or any group of individuals. Sen- 
ator Reed scored the proposal at that point in rubric 
style. But, as Mr. Baruch sees it, such a grant of 
power is necessary in a war where the {independence 
of our’national existence is at stake. No emergency 
less grave would warrant it. Such a crisis, he in- 
sists, would compel it. 

Wise or unwise, practical or impractical, conserip- 
tion of capital is a new aspect which a war of the 
first magnitude presents to the imperial interests of 
industry and finance which heretofore have found 
war a source of stupendous fortune. That such mag- 
nification of government could be established and 
operated throughout a war and magically abolished 
with the coming of peace, with no political or eco- 
nomic after-effects is an illusion which the ex- 
perience of the World War has washed out. Its se 
quence is something that cannot be forecast. But 
this determination to divest Mars of his Midas touch, 
to end profiteering in war, which has become so re- 
spectable that an ultra-conservative President like 
Mr. Coolidge sponsors it, is surely prophetic. 

The prophecy is this: One more world war and 
then the deluge. 


SHORT-WEIGHT COAL DEALERS. 

Eighteen dealers in coal in small lots were fined 
by City Judges Rosecan and Beck last Saturday for 
having unstamped scales and unmarked baskets. 
Three were second offenders who received slightly 
heavier fines. Twenty-four coal dealers had appeared 
before the two Judges on the same charges just a 
week before. Apparently, theve is widespread prac- 
tice in St. Louis of the charge on which these men 
were found guilty. The campaign of Commissioner 
of Weights and Measures Haley against short weights, 
which prompted these arrests, is to be commended. 

It is the small consumer, too poor to buy coal in 
lots of a ton or more, who suffers in cold when the 
meager supply that was purchased runs out because 
the coal merchant cheated in the bushel-basket meas- 
urement. Who buys coal in bucket and basket quan- 
tities? The answer, if given in detail, would include 
every representative type that struggles to keep from 
being an object of charity—widow’ and orphans try- 
ing to support themselves, aged persons living on 
pensions or small incomes, poor families without 
enough ready cash to buy a whole ton of coal at a 
time, immigrants who are ignorant that the law for- 
bids the “pinching’’ which they suspect or know. 

The contempt held for men who tear candy from 
the hands of children also applies to men who with- 
hold coal from the stoves of shivering families who 
paid for full weight with hard-earned wages.

guest of Anton Fugger, he watched 
his host calmly light a cinnamon 
fire with an imperial bond that was 
due him. This incident is the sub- 
ject of a picture painted by Carl 
Becker and displayed in the Na- 
tional Gallery at Berlin. ,

ence in about 1560, various branches 
of the family since that time have

Because the life of the dollar bill is 
growing shorter amd shorter, te 
Treasury Department has set in mo- 
tion a thorough investigation for 
makihg it more durable. At pres- 
ent the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing is turning out 1200 tons of 
paper money a year, equivalent to 
about $4,126,654,000, and is constant- 
ly falling behind, With the present 
mortality of paper money, it is pre- 
dicted the Government will have 
to enlarge its already large plant. 


The automobile is said to have tn- 
creased the.use of currency about 
four-fold. Oj) and gas purchases 
have meant the handling of a vast 
array of dollar bills and their con- 
tact with oil and grease soon sends 
them back to the Treasury for re- 
tirement. 


To give some idea of what the pro- 
duction of four billion dollars 
means it is estimated that if » 
person started out, on an eight-hour 
schedule, to count a billion dollars, 
it would take him more than 100 
years. 

Treasury officials say use of the 
national currency is now three times 
greater than it was in 1910 and six 
times more than in 1900. Formerly 
paper money was good for 16 to 24 
months of commercial wear. but 
about a year ago, when the quality 
of the paper seemed at its lowést, 
its life was only seven months.
